be facing a considerable expendi- 
ture when the regional sewer 
treatment plant is built. A Greater 
Lawrence committee is currently 
studying and planning for the re- 
gional plant whichwill cost several 
million dollars. 

major problem facing, not 
only Andover, but all towns, Austin 
said, was the matter of solid waste 
disposal. Here, in Andover, he 
feels more land will be needed to 
meet the needs of the sanitary 
disposal site.

The Ice Age Returns 


Each January New England re- 
turns briefly to another Ice Age, 

All around us, we can see the 
marks of the last great Ice Ag@ 
of more than 10,000 years ago. 
The glaciers of that era shaved 
the tops off mountains; stacked 
stony debris that became such 
familiar landmarks as Cape Ced 
and Long Island; scarred great 
stones with grooves and stranded 
massive boulders in our fields, 

Yet, few of us realize that this 
major reshaping of our earth began 
as insignificantly as the snow layer 
on our back yard or the snow piled 
along highway shoulders; ' All’ that 
separates the gentle blanket. of 
snow from a massive bulldozing 
giacier is time -- and a modified 
climate. 

Just as the longest journey be- 
gins with one footstep, the great- 


est glacier ii. with fluffy snow. 
Each time that snow falls upon 
snow, New Bitgland has a little 


glacier in the; making -- perhaps’. 


a glacier that weighs in ounces 


per square fodt,.rather than tong; 


but a glacier nonetheless. All 
that is needed to-turn a series 
of snowfalls into a massive glacier 


_is eolder weather that allows snow 


to accumulate faster than it melts, 


For most of January -- and even 
more of February -- New England 
has that glacier-building climate. 
Our rescue resides in the return 
of spring warmth. 

Considering the recentness in 
geological time of the last Ice 
Age, it is odd that man has no 
legends connected to massice ice 
bulldozers. Perhaps it is because 
men who left written records lived 
in the Euphrates-Tigris estuary 
where forty days and forty nights 
of rain meant a flood: There is, 
however, a pictorial record that 
supports the presence of man and 
glaciers; the cave drawings of 
caribou in France. The proximity 
of caribou probably meant ice 
nearby. 

One of the troublesome features 
of an Ice Age lies in the fact that 
no man. knows what modifications 


of the climate preceded glacia- 
tion.. Nor is there any agreement 
on what caused the alterations to 
oceur, . .Most likély’ theonset of 
each of the several Ice Ages in 
earth's hisidry Began unnoticed. 
Perhaps each began with ice ac- 
cumulating faster: than it-meited 
in the Arctic, 

Even the recognition that Ice 
Ages have occurred is compara-

Health 
Board 
Objects 


The Andover Board of Health 
is in receipt of a letter from a 
group of horse owners who had a 
meeting on Monday _ evening, 
Dec. 15, 1969 to discuss the regu- 
lations relative to the stabling of 
horses in this community. 

In reporting the meeting in the 
Andover Townsman, Dec. 18, 1969, 
it was stated that no member of 
the Board of Health appeared at 
the meeting to explain or discuss 
the Rules and Regulations that 
became effective as of Nov. 20, 
1969, That statement is true for 
the members of the Boardof Health 
were invited by telephone to attend 
this meeting. Since the meeting 
was. not identified with any 
organized group. and since every 
horse owner in our town had been 
notified by the Board of Health in 
writing that we would meet with 
them to discuss the rules and 
regulations we did not attend their 
meeting. 

Your reporter would leave the 
impression that these are new 
regulations. The regulations rela- 
tive to the stabling of horses in 
this town were first issued in 1955. 
The present ones represent a re- 
codification of the 1955 rules. This 
recodification is necessary for 
with the increase in the number 
of horses in the town, we also have 
an increase in the need to ensure 
the proper disposal of waste from 
these animals. It is not the intent 
of the regulations to penalize any 
present owner ofahorse by forcing 
these individuals to spend con- 
siderable sums of money to alter 
their existing facilities. A careful 
reading of the rules and regulations 
will attest to this fact. 

In regard to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts setting up a 
series of rules and regulations that 
would supercede those that we have 
in this town it should be under- 
stood that the reverse would be 
true. Our town regulations would 
supercede those of the State, ac- 
cording to Regulation 2 of Article 
I of the Sanitary Code, if our 


regulations were stricter. It should

here succeeding Richard 
J. Bowen who resigned in 
April. Bowen was appointed city 
manager in Portsmouth, N.H. He 
had informed the. selectmen in 
March that he would not be a 
candidate for reappointment when 
his five year term expired in 
August. 

Supt. of Schools Edward I 
Erickson, who had served in that 
administrative post for many 
years, announced his retirement to 
be effective in August. 

His post was filled by Dr. Ken- 
neth R. Seifert, a native of New 
York, who had been serving as 
superintendent in Las Vegas, 
Nevada. 

One of the results of the new 
appointments, was a quiet evolve- 
ment of town-school co-operation, 
with Austin and Dr, Seifert holding 
almost weekly meetings to discuss 
mutual problems, and aim towards 
elimination of duplication of ef- 
fort in some instances. 

Miss Frances Bold was named 
librarian at Memorial Hall library, 
succeeding A, J, Anderson who left 
the post to resume. studies in 
library science at Simmons col- 
lege. 

There was considerable 
municipal construction during the 
year. 

The Bancroft school opened in 
March. Unusual in design, it was 
the introduction: of the open con- 
cept, in education for Andover. It 
has proved to be a showplace for 
the town, with several educational 
groups visiting the building since 
its opening. 

Also under construction during 
- the year was the West elementary 
school addition, a 24-room build- 
ing to relieve overcrowded con- 
ditions in the West Andover area, 
and the public safety center on 
North Main street. 


The safety center, which will 
combine the central fire station, 
police station and civil defense 
department, is expected to be ready 
sometime in February. 

While these projects were 
underway, the town was preparing 
for further school construction. At 
the October town meeting, money 
was provided for the acquisition 
of the Hurley property on Bartlet 
street for an addition to the Cen- 
tral elementary school. 

Funds were also provided for 
the planning of the addition, which 
may face voters at the annual town 
meeting in March. 

Also under consideration during 
the year were additions to the high 
school and West Junior High 
school. 

At the East Junior High school, 
extensive renovations continued 
during the summer months as part 
of a two-year program. to update 
the school, 

Major industrial construction 
included three buildings. 

The Gillette company opened 
for its first full year and became 
the town’s top taxpayer. 

The Raytheon company, which 
had been the top taxpayer, dropped 
temporarily to second place. 

The electronics firm is expected 
to climb back into the top spot 
once its new building is complete 
off Lowell street near the junc- 
tion of Route 93. 

The firm paid over $26,000 for 
a building permit early this year, 
the largest fee ever collected by 
the town, 

Also opened this year, within 
the past month, was the Brock- 
way-Smith-Haigh-Lovell company 
building, off Dascomb road. The 
firm, which makes window and 
door casings among other build- 
ing materials, moved into a new 
over $1,000,000 building from 
Charlestown. 

The tax rate took a substantial 
jump, soaring to $40 and predic-
